He was born at Reading,ot honeſt parents; his father was a Clothjer 
in that Towne,of a competent eſtare,and carefull tyſec hi: chi'dren to 
be well educated and inftratted, This his ſonne Har being of an 
excellent wir, and pregnant capacitie, was (cnt from the Grammar 
ſcbock ro Oxtord, where be was admitted into Sr, Johns Colledge, 
whcre ſheri!y be proved an ingenious diſpurant ; and ere he rooke his 
1: ſt degree of Batchelour, was well ves{t in Logick, P: ijlofophy, and 
the hiber:ll Arts : afrer he devoted bimteltc ro the ſtudy of Theologie, 
in which he proceeded Doctor with no common applauſe,at:aining to 
theſe dignitie b-longing to ſo famous an Academy ; and being of an 
aRive ſpirit, was called trom thence to the Court, where hee grew to 
gr:cious,that after ſome private prefcrments,he was firſt made Biſhop 
of S.D avids,and thence removed re Lexden: and after the deceaſc of 
the right reverend Geo! ge Abbot, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, was in- 
augurated into thar prime See,and was Metropolitane of all England : 
(ſteppes that his precdeceflor, who vas aVlothiers fonne in Guilford, 
had trod before him, who in |-fle them two yeares was Biſhop of Co- 
ventry and Liechficld, London and Canterbury, )

It is obſerved by ſome\that in all the time of his Pontificall Prelacy, 
he never promoted any to Charch preferment that ſavoured not of the 
Arminian SeR,and ſtill when Bcneficcs tell,that were either in hisgift,

or where hispower was to have them beſtowed, he hath cauſed fach 
men,to be inſtituted,8 induRted, as either were dunces in learning,or 
debaucht in their lives: \uch men being molt apt(for their temporiſing 
or ignorance) to imbrace any innovation that ſhould be brought ints 
the Church: nay,whei places have not been void, but ſupplied by pious 
Paſtors, and devcir: Miniſters, that were conſtant proteflors of the 
Proreſtant faith; y+t Þ; ſpies and intelligencers, ſuch cavils have been 
made at their (Zcrines and diiciplines , that notwithſtagding thetr 
charge of wife and chiidren, and that their utter undoings impended 
upon the taking aw zy of the1c meanes, yet they have been ſupplanted, 
that the orher imigh* ſubfilt in their places, the firſt turn'd our, the la- 
ter taken in ; but that which farre tranſcends the former, that hee 
hath labourcd to ſupprefle the French and Datch Proteitagt Chur= 
ches here in London , who for their conſcience and Religions {oke, 
have abandoned their Counrreyes, to avoid periccution, and have 
made this famous Citie their e{//1992 and Sexttxary for themiclves 
and families. 

It hath been obſerved alſo,that he never gave cenſure upon a Ieſuite, 
or Seminary,cr any Popith Prieſt, though brought Fetore him by his 
own warrant, and the Purſevant iwployed by himtfelfe, For though 
apprehended,yet they were never puniſhedzbur if ro night impriſoned, 
to morroiw infranchiz:d and ſet atli>erty;or elſe he fo cautclouſl ; and 
cunningly dealcby his agents, Secretary Yindibaxk, Sir Tohn Lamb, 
and otners, that they were ſent abroad, and he ſecne ro haye no hand in 
the bulineſſe, when in the intrim all the rigorous ſentences that paſt 
him were againſt che ze:lous prcteflors of our Proteſtant Religion, 

A poore Prelate having long waited to ſpeake with this great Arch= 
biſhop, and being after mech atrendance admitred (© his preſence, in 
cheir diſcourle, the great Metropolitane told him,he wasan idle fellow, 
to whom the oth:r replyed, it is moſt true, for had I not beene fo, I 
could not have ſpared fc many idlehouces to attend upon-your grace, 
to ſuch {mall purpoſe. At which be being much mov'd,faiq ; Why, 
what ( fellow ) doſt thou thinke of us Bilhops ? yho replyed , I will 
in plaine tearmes tell your grace what I chinke of you : 1 canno better 
compare you than unto the buge Braile Andirons that ſtand in great 
mens Chimneis, and us poore Miniſters to the low Creepers : you are 
they that carry it outin a vainglorious ſhew, but we the poore Cupates 
undergoe, and beare the burthen, Another told him ( whenhe uſed 
ro play upon other. mens miſeries) that his L_ muſt needs bee 
witty ( be being a very licgle man-) that bis head and bis heare wereſo 
nears together.

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Some haveobſerved,that as he was a Prelate,& Primate, fo ho greatly 
favoured the letter P. ( by whieh may be coneured) the Pope,v hoſe 
Emblaſons, amongſt other of his Ponrtificall Eſcuchions, are three 
Biſhops, viz, (I rake it three Bibles ) and to ſhew hee much affected 
that Epiſcopall Lettcr his three benevolent and well benefic'd Chap- 
laines were Browne, Bray, and Baker, Andfor the LetterP. he was alſo 
a great Patron and proteRor ro Doftor Pocklingros, whofor publiſh- 
ing ore book called Sunday is no Sabbath , wherein; he vilified all the 
obſervance due to Dies Domini, the Lords day, and another intituled 


the Chriſtians Altar , wherein he would bave firſt produc'd, and after * 


propagated Popiſh ſuperſtition,he did conterre upon him three or foure 
Benefices, worth ſome two or three tundred per annum, anda Preben- 
dary in Windſor valued at three hundred wore by the year, . 

Many are the protabilities that he purpoſed to bring Popery in- 
te the Kingdome ; as the Scotch Service Booke, differing from our 
Engliſh Liturgy, eſpecially in words concerning receiving the 
Euchariſt, or the Lords Supper, which was the firſt incendiary ot all 
theſe late tronbles berween the two Kingdomes of England and Scor- 
land; in which ſome blood hath beene drawne , bur infinite treaſure 
exhauſted, (apparancy need-th no proofe) but that we leave to the 
cenſure of the higher powers, being an argument, as it hath beene 
long, ſo noxw at this prelentin agiration : yer the becter to define that 
which before was diſputable , when hee came firſt into the Tower, 
(and not being acquainted with the place) he deſired , that byno 
means he ſhould be lodgedwhere the B. of Lincolne had before laine; 
and being demanded the reaſon, becaule they were {weete and good, 
he made anſwer, O out I feare they ſmell ſo of Paritaniſme,that the ve. 
ry ayre of them will halfe ſtifie or choake me, Theſe ſyinpathiſing 
with the reſt, may give the world to fulpet his Religions 

Vpon Mundy, being the tenth of May , when ic was knowne that 
the Licutenant ſhould prepare himſelfe ro die, tidings was brought 
to the Archbiſhop of the ſetting up of the Sc:ft 14 upon Tewer-hill, 
whereon the Deputy of Ireland was to ſuff:r death ; be immediately 
ſpaketo his men, ſaying : It1s no matrer when or where we dye, fo 
we firſt have time to make our peace and reconciliation with God z 
yearec all ofus borne to dye, though there be many ſeverall wayes 
to death : for death muſi atlaſt conquer and have vicory over the 
bodies of all fleſh whatſoeyer, Be ye of good comfort, doe not ye bee

tions, bur very carefull and obicrvanrt ar the weeke diyes {crvice, at 
the Chappell, but eſpecially on the Lords day h cane quely and proe 
ſtrated himſelte devourly on his kn«. es. giving great attention bot!? 'o 
the lervice and ſermon ; and taking ipecizll nuiice of tome particular 
Plalmecs that were ſung betore the tarion went up 1nco the pujpit, ef- 
pec ia!ly the ſecond part of the three ang thircierh Plalme, theſecond 
part of the forty ninth,and the filt part of the hundred and fortieth 
(which are worthy any mans reading , bcing to aptly pi: ke out 
for that purpoſe;) heecalled the Clarke unto him, «nd cours 
reoully demanded of bim whether hee vappened on them by acct» 
dent, or h:dcald them out by his ewne conceit : the plaine old man 
ingenuovſly confefled unto him, that he choſe them our purpolcly to 
put him in inde of his preſent eſtate ; at the which be modeſtly _ 


ling, made him no further an{wer, but departed towatds his lodging. 
Further hee was heard to ſay, that if ever God delivered him 
from that preſent durance , and that the King would reſtore him to 
his priſtine dignities, he would much improve that place (meaaing 
the Church) in remembrance that he had beene there a priſoner. It 1s 
alſo reported , that a Gentleman of qualiry comming to the Tower 
to give him a viſite, and asking his Grace how irfared with him at 
that preſent ; he made him anſwer, thank Go4 I am well, for it hath 
pleaſed his ſacred Majzity my Soveraigne to provide for me an hono- 
rable and convenient lodging , where | have good and wholeſome 
fare, and where (notwithſtanding all my troublcs and tribulations ) I 
never yet broke an houre of my u{usll and contented fleepe. And the 
morning when the late Earle of Straff od paſt by his lodging, as hee 
was Ied to theplace of execution, and moved his hat unto him, then 
ſtanding and looking out of his window, he held up his hands and cies 
towards heaven, Without ſpeaking any thing audible to the odſerv rs, 
as if he prayed earneſtly , and inwardly for the (alvation of his {oule, 
&c. He was obſerved allo ſometimes to\{peake thoſe words of the 
Pſalmiſt, Pſal:n.82.v,6 7. [have ſaid, yee ure Gods, and children of the 
moſt high, but ye ſoil dye as men, and ye Princes ſall like others, &c.
